8. To see what sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries 
of school district officials and agents, and for the payment of 
statutory obligations of the district, and to authorize the 
application against said appropriation of such sums of money 
as are estimated to be received from the state equalization 
fund, together with other income; the school board to certify 
to the selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes 
by the town. 


9. To see if the district will vote to deposit any balance 
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on hand at the close of the school year, in the capital reserve 
fund. 


10. To see if the district wishes to continue the school 
study committee and increase its membership to four per- 
sons. 


11. To see if the district will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one hundred ($100) for expenses and 
architects services connected with the school study project. 


12. To see whether the district wishes the school board 
and study committee to concentrate its report on (a) — an 
addition to the center Sullivan school or (b) — a new build- 
ing located on some other plot of ground.

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SULLIVAN SCHOOL STUDY COMMITTEE REPORT 


The improvement of school facilities by a construction 
and alteration program was the basis of last year’s study 
committee report. At the last March meeting the sum of 
$100 was raised to permit the school board and study com- 
mittee to employ the services of an architect to assist in 
presenting facts on a building program. 


Mr. Norman Randlett, A.I.A. architect, who designed 
Winding Brook Lodge, The Harrisville, Troy, Chesterfield 
and Fitzwilliam schools, was asked to study the Sullivan 
school problem. After examining the schools, land sites, 
etc., the architect stated: 


1. A complete new building with two classrooms, ac- 
tivities room, lunch room and modern in all details 
would cost about $36,000. Since Sullivan can only 
raise $27,000 on a bond issue, a new building is not 
possible. 


2. The East Sullivan school is not located on a site 
which can be developed. 


3. The upper school is in sound condition and can be 
re-modeled and with an addition made into an at- 
tractive and modern school. This structure would 
have two classrooms, an activities room, lunch room, 
assembly room, stage, toilets, central heat, etc. Such 
construction and alteration could be completed with- 
in the funds available. 


Mr. Randlett has been asked to present sketches and 
floor plans for alterations and additions to the upper school 
and to obtain preliminary bids so that complete information 
on construction, costs and other features will be available 
for community study. 


The following figures are offered as a preliminary esti- 
mate of financial facts related to the above proposed changes.

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A Copy of the Minutes of the Annual School District Meeting 


Held March 1, 1955 


Sullivan, N. H. March, 1, 1955 


The meeting was called to order and the warrant read 
by the moderator with balloting proceeding for the follow- 
ing: 


1. For Moderator. 


it was voted to have the secretary cast one ballot for Edward 
L. Jewett and he was declared elected and took oath. 


2. For Clerk. 


It was voted to cast one ballot for Minnie Stone and she de- 
clined to serve. The whole number of votes cast was 26, 
necessary for choice 14. Gladys Wilson 1, Iva Trombley 2, 
Avis Colby 2, Edna McMahon 2, Mary Parker 19 and declar- 
ed elected. 


3. For Member of the School Board for ensuing 3 
years. 
The whole number of votes cast was 35, necessary for choice 
18. Edgar Hastings 1, Oscar Trombley 1, Louis P. Stone 1, 
Alexander Bruder 2, Maurice Swett 14, Julia Leighton 16, 
and there is no choice. 2nd vote The whole number of votes 
cast 37, necessary for choice 19. Alexander Bruder 2, Julia 
Leighton 16, Maurice Swett 19 and he was declared elected. 


4, For Treasurer. 


It was voted to have the clerk cast one ballot for Oscar G. 
Harris and he was declared elected. 


5. It was voted to accept the Salaries of the School 
Board members, and other Officers as recommended by the 
School Board in their Budget. . 


6. It was voted to accept the reports of Agents, Audi- 
tor and Committees as printed in Town Report. 
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7. For Auditor. 


It was voted to have the clerk cast one ballot for Minnie 
Stone and she was declared elected. 


8. It was voted that the school district raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $138,751.00 and to authorize and direct 
the school board to apply against said appropriation such 
income as is estimated by the school board exclusive of state 
aid to be received by the school district during the next fiscal 
year, to authorize the school board to apply against such ap- 
propriation the sum to be received from state aid and with 
the school district clerk certify to the selectmen the balance 
as an assessment to be raised by the town for school pur- 
poses. 


9. It was voted to deposit any balance on hand at the 
close of the school year in the capital reserve fund. 


10. It was voted to continue the school study commit- 
tee and to raise and appropriate $100. for necessary archi- 
tects fees and other expenses. The school study committee 
presented a mimeographed six page report to each voter 
present and a general discussion followed. 


11. A vote of thanks was given to Mrs. Julia Leighton 
for her services on the Board for the past six years. 
It was voted to dissolve the meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Sullivan is the last school district in the supervisory 
union which still continues to operate old-type one room 
schools, which offer little in physical attractiveness, comfort 
or health protection to the children of the community. Fitz- 
william, Harrisville, Chesterfield, Nelson and Troy have all 
modernized their school facilities during the past six years, 
Marlboro and Sullivan have citizens study committees exam- 
ining school building needs. It is hoped that the report of 
the Sullivan Committee contained in this town report will be 
carefully examined by all citizens. 


There are certain articles in the warrant which have 
been placed there to give the voters an opportunity to express 
the direction of their interest in matters of transportation, 
water supply and school construction. The school board and 
study committee need the guidance of the district in order to 
determine when further action should be taken to bring 
Sullivan school facilities up to a par with other near-by dis- 
tricts. 


The Sullivan district is fortunate in being able to retain 
its teaching staff over the past few years despite low salaries 
now being paid and working conditions which need improve- 
ment. Mrs. Harris is doing an excellent job providing the 
lower grade children with a sound foundation in basic sub- 
jects, especially reading. Mrs. Wilbur is successfully pre- 
paring the older pupils for high school, where their scholas- 
tic records in the past have been good.
